Girl Dangling on Plane 


as PILOT’S SKILL SAVES PARACHUTE JUMPER 


In Clouds Escapes Death 


St. Petersburg, Fla., February 28. 
(P)—An 18-year-old girl's ambition to 
set a new world record for a para- 
chute jump was prevented from end- 
ing in tragedy here today by her 
quick-thinking pilet who brought his 
ship from an altitude of 15,000 feet 
to a jJanding on one wheel and a 


sled from the under carriage. 

Jeanne Duran, the girl, went aloft) 
with Dr. R. L. Ellis, of Minneapolis, | 
Minn., and when at 15,000 feet 
went over the side, but her para- 
chute caught on the plane and left, 
|her dangling in mid-air, unable to) 
climb back to the wing of the plane 
or to release herself. Ellis, realizing | 
what had happened, headed for the| 
field, while the crowd below stood 
helpless and horror-stricken, watching 
the slender form of the girl dangle 
from the wing. 

Coming down the field, Ellis 
tipped his machine over to one side, 
but the girl was dragged 200 feet be- 
fore the plane came to a stop. 

Miss Durand was unconscious when 
taken into an ambulance, but re- 
gained consciousness while en route 
to the hospital. Careful examination 
there showed her hurts to be a sprain- 


ed wrist and bruises.

IN CUBA TODAY. 

Washington, February 28.—( United 
News.)—The navy department in- 
formed the United News tonight the 
dirigible Los Angeles is expected to 
complete its non-stop flight from Co- 
lon, Panama Canal Zone, to Guana- 
cayabo Bay, Cuba, by 4:30 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The 30-hour estimate for the 750- 
mile flight was based, the navy said, 
on a report from Commander Charles 
EK. Rosendahl, of the Los Angeles, 
that he could proceed no faster than 
about 25 miles an hour, on account of 
strong <bpanee trade winds of 25 or 
30 miles an hour velocity.

Wealth in Bag 


Picks Up $52,000 in New 
York Street. 


New York, February 28.—-( United 
News.) — Alexander Jubowsky, age 
38, a house painter by trade, was 
walking disconsolately homeward this 


afternoon. He had just paid his daily 
visit to union headquarters and had 
been informed, as on previous days, 
that there was no work for him—for 
Lubowsky is one of New York's army 
of unemployed men. 

As he walked along Coney Island 
avenue between Locust street and 
Avenue F he saw a dark-colered bag 
of medium size in the middle of the 
street. Not having anything else to 
do, he stopped and looked at it a mo- 
ment; then looked up and down the 
street to see if anyone was coming 
back after it; remembered it was not 
April fool, and went out and picked 
up the bag. 

Bore Name of Bank. 

It bore the label of the Bowery and 
East River National bank. It was 
heavy. Lubowsky carried it into 
Henry Waldman’s gasoline station, 
telling Waldman he had picked it up 
in the street. 

Then they saw a mark on it which 
indicated it contained much more 
money than either of them ever had 
dreamed of. “Funny,” they agreed. 
“Guess it's a joke.” 

They opened the bag and crisp $1. 
$10 and $20 bills fairly popped out of 
it. They looked it over again. The 
ae they found, contained $52 ,000 in 
ills,

Waldman went to a telephone and 
called the manager of the Bay Ridge 
branch of the Bowery and East River 
National bank. He told what Lu- 
bewsky .had brought into his filling 
station.

Another clue duplicated today was 
the finding of a big oil spot on the 
surface of the water in Mobjach bay, 
across the bay from Cape Charles. 

A navy tug was sent to the scene 
by Rear Admiral R. E. Coontz, com- 
mandant of the fifth naval district, 
who is personally supervising the 
search forthe missing fliers.

An indietment charging robbery to 
Otis Chalmers, alias Boss Shumate; 
H. L. Arendale, alias Rudolph Pur- 
due, and C. A. Landers, youthful trio 
reputed to have confessed to the rob- 
bery Saturday of an agent. of the 
Southern Belting company, was re- 
turned Tuesday afternoon by the Ful- 
ton county grand jury.

Temperance Organiza- 
tions Stops Demand to 
Major Political Parties. 


WRANGLING MARRS 
PARLEY AT CAPITAL 


Majority of Delegates Fa- 
vor Bartering With Par- 
ty Leaders for Best Anti- 
Liquor Declaration. 


Washington, February 28.—( United 
News.)—Torn by internal dissension, 
representatives of 32 national temper- 
ance organizations voted a general 
statement of opinion at their conven- 
tion today and decided to leave the 
task of writing a specific-“dry” plank 
for political party platforms up to a 
special committee. 

Ihe final decision to permit a com- 
mittee to draft the “dry” plank in- 
steal of the general convention was 
reached after several hours of wran- 
gling. Certain of the temperance lead- 
ers demanded a “cut-and-dried” dec- 
laration for the political parties to 
adopt or reject. The majority, how- 
ever, favored bartering witb political 


|convention leaders to obtain the best 


possible platform declaration on the 
prohibition issue. 
Agreed to Accept Plank. 

A grovp of prominent temperance 
workers including Clinton Howard, 
Gifford Pinchot, Dr. Clarence True 
Wilson, Dr. Oliver Stewart, D. Lee 
Colvin, Thomas D. Taylor and Canon 
William 8. Chase, nret informally and 
agreed to support a -plank dealing 
only in general with prohibition and 
drafted by Colonel Raymond Robins, 
of Chicago. 

In the general resolutious adopted 
by the conference were four general 
declaration pledging the support of the 
political conventions and present de 
platforms a “pesitive, clear-cut 
declaration pledging the support of the 
party and nominees to vigorous and 
efficient enforcement of the eight- 
eenth amendment and necessary sup- 
porting Jegislation.” 

Second, that political parties should 


nominate candidates positively and 
openly committed to effective proli- 
bition enforcement. 


“Plank” Committee Urged. 
Third, that a committee attend the 
political conventions and present de- 


mands, and, fourth, that dry workers 
actively support convention delegates 
who will support the aims of the: coD- 
ference.

WHY WONDER AT CRIME? 
~ The “relation of the police and 
the courts to the crime problem” 
is discussed vigorously and with 
Stinging indictments by a subcom- 
mittee of the National 
mission made public Tuesday. 


Most of the facts brought out are 
Sensational in the extreme, and hav- 
ing been arrived at only after ex- 
haustive hearings, surveys and 
Studies, must impress the public 
with the imperative necessity for a 
complete revolution in the agencies 
and methods of criminal law ad- 
ministration in this country, and es- 


pecially in some of the states and ' 


cities. 

According to the findings, 
city in the United States which the 
police are most efficient in dealing 
with killings is Cleveland, where the 
percentage is 83. Baltimore has a 
percentage of 68, Kansas City, Mo., 
36, and St. Louis 16. 

In robbery cases, the ratio of ar- 
rests to crimes drops sharply with 
Cleveland at the top of the list with 
49 per cent. In Buffalo, N. Y., only 
three per cent of the robbers are 
caught. The report says:

The report declared that not one 
sheriff, so far as the committee 
knew, has created out of his depu- 
| ties a force that bears the slightest 
| resemblance to a modern police 
iforce. “The constables, their fate 
| tied to that of the justice of the 
| peace through long association,” the 


| report said, “have become a jest as | 


was the town watch in the time of 
Shakespeare.” 

The sensational indictments ought 
to stir the entire country to ac- 
ition.

the protection of society. 

The Minnesota crime commission 
describes the situation thus: 

“To present the picture in a differ- 
ent light, what must the criminal 
think of society s efforts tu deal with 
him? If he be familiar with the ac- 
tual operation of the criminal law, 
he must know that he may es ape ar- 
rest altogether: that if arresied, he 
may not be held by the patie 
sheriff: if held, he may not be 
dicted or have information tid fer

The National Geographic traces the 
blame back to the late Julius Caesar. 


The Roman conqueror took the old 
moon almanacs of his day, which were 
not very much, and with the help of 
noted astronomers made the most ac 
curate redivision of the calendar that 
had been made up to that time. 

But when he got through he found 
he had six hours unaccounted for each 
vear so he coneeived the original idea 
of lumping them together in an extra 
day every four years. 

Still Caesar had 11 minutes and 
14.49 seconds per year left over but 
he could think of nothing to do about 
it so that time was just allowed to 
go to waste. However, by 1582 this 
time had accumulated into a_ total 
of 14 davs. The calendar was not 
keeping up with the real movements 
of the earth. If allowed to go on in- 
definitely Christmas would eventualls 
have occurred in midsummer.
